Only 340 Students

ULowell - The voter turnout of the 
October 3 elections was low with 
only 340 students on both campuses 
voting.

Less than 4 percent of the stu¬ 
dent body voted.

The Student Government Associ¬ 
ation is taking an active role in U- 
Lowell’s “Streeet Assault Program” 
through the purchase of Anti-Rape 
Wistles. 

At the first senate meeting on Sep¬ 
tember 12 the SGA voted to appropri¬ 
ate $3,000.00 from previous years 
money which has not spent. Accord¬ 
ing to Dean Donahoe, “before this 
money could be spent, it was ap¬ 
proved by the Ad Hoc Committee.” 

The issuing of rape whistles is part 
of an overall safety program istab- 
lished at the Univ. by Chief Rowe. 
Recently, a film entitled “Sexual As¬ 
sault: A Chance To Think” was pur¬ 
chased by the Interdormitory Coun¬ 
cil. Through this film and isuing of 
rape whistles, Chief Rowe is attempt¬ 
ing to “bring home the reality of safe¬ 
ty to the urban community of U- 
Lowell.” The promotion of rape 
awareness has recieved positive feed¬ 
back from students and faculty at the 
university. Dean Donahoe stresses 
that “Rape Awareness is a positive 
program for young woman on 
campus.” 

The SGA’s contribution to the pro¬ 
gram is buying the rape whistles. 
They will be given out to students and 
staff at the Univ. who share an intrest 
in the promotion of rape awareness. 
The rape whistles will consist of a 
keychain, whistle, and tag. A mes¬ 
sage will be printed on the tag which 
will key in on security. Bob Caokley, 
President of the SGA, views the fund¬ 
ing of rape whistles as “something 
we could do to keep the students.” 


Voter Registration Successful 

Over 500 Students Registered

ULowell - Voter registration which was sponsored by SSAM. State Student 
Association of Massachusetts, registered over 500 ULowell students. 

The University of Lowell was 1 of 28 schools participating in the drive. 
The large turnout was attributied to the drive that SSAM sponsored. SSAM 
passed out literature all the dorms. Bob Coakley, president of the SGA, Sean 
Sullivan, Trustee and president of the class of ‘85, Dave Mitchell, vice- 
president of the class of ‘85, and Lisa Montagano, secretary of the class of 
‘86, all worked together to register students. 

Registration was held in Fox Hall, Smith Hall, the north campus mailroom 
and the south campus sub. Tuesday was the last day to register for the na¬ 
tional elections. 

Mike Ferigno, an executive officer of SSAM, helped out ULowell to help 
get the students involved. Dave DeLuca, a graduate of ULowell, started SSAM 
at the University of Lowell, to benefit the students. SSAM is an organization 
that deals with student interest. SSAM took an active part in keeping the in¬ 
crease in tuition to a minimum. 

“SSAM is for the students.” said Mike Ferigno. With the help of student 
involvement, SSAM will work for the University of Lowell. 

The referendum question, which asked the support of a ULowell chapter 
of SSAM in which one dollar would be allocated from the students activity 
fee, was passed with a vote of 205 in favor to 108 opposed. This is just the 
first hurdle in a long process, but it’s a step. SSAM will work for the sudents.

ACADEMIC POLICY CHANGES 
(effective September 1, 1984) 

UNDERGRADUATE STUDENTS - Change your catalogue, as follows: 

Page 65 , paragraph 3 
Change From: 

Students who are readmitted on probation may not invoke University regula¬ 
tions which govern course repetition for the purpose of deleting “F” grades 
from cumulative averages. 

Change to: 

Students who are readmitted on academic probation may invoke University 
regulations which govern course repetition for the purpose of deleting “F” 
grade from cumulative averages. 

Delete obsolete footnote. 

Page 67 under “Repeated Coursework - General Policies ” 

Delete second paragraph: 

Probationary students may not invoke the grade-substitution rule during their 
periods of probation . (Cf. below for Grade Substitution Rule.) However, if 
they have repeated courses while on probation, they may invoke this rule 
retroactively at the beginning of the semester which immediately follows their 
removal from probation. 

RE: Core Curriculum: 

‘Unless otherwise specified by a student’s college or department, a course may 
simultaneously meet the Human Values requirement as well as another require¬ 
ment in the student’s curriculum. Note, however, such a course cannot be count¬ 
ed twice in meeting the overall credit hour requirement for his curriculum.’ 
Example: 47,209 satisfies both Area 1 and Human Values requirement.

COMPUTERS SPEED LOAN APPLICATIONS 


Guaranteed Student Loan (GSL) 
applicants in Florida may soon get 
some relief in their long wait for aid 
money, if the state goes ahead with 
plans to install a new computer data¬ 
base to speed up GSL processing. 

The system, moreover, represents 
“the wave of the future”for student 
loan processing, observers say, and 
will be closely eyeballed by aid ex¬ 
perts nationwide who are similarly in¬ 
terested in streamlining their loan 
processing procedures. 

Florida students -indicative of 
those in many other states —must 
often wait up to three months to have 
their GSL applications processed and 
approved.

All 50 
states operate GSL programs, and na¬ 
tionwide, millions of students receive 
GSL money each year. 

The computer system will essen¬ 
tially allow campus aid offices to ere-

“Therefore, you don’t have to have 
the student fill out an application, 
have the school enter the data for their 
files, then mail it to a bank, which 
then mails it to the (state loan office), 
and then mail it back to the student,” 
he explains. 

With processing time running up to 
12 weeks at some Florida schols.

worth of GSLs his office approves 
each year. 

Indeed, the system “would be a 
very positive step forward” for Flori¬ 
da’s state colleges and universities, 
agrees John Agett, financial aid direc¬ 
tor at the University of South Florida. 

One study has determined that 60 
percent of a GSL’s processing time 
is spent in the mail, just getting the 
information from one place to another 
and back again,” Agett says. “With 
the new system, we’re looking at the 
possibility of controlling all this.”

REVENGE OF THE NERDS 



Sound and Vision 

Set in a small southern town in the 
1930's, “Places in the Heart” is a 
richly textured, remarkable movie. It 
v ividly portrays the plight of a wom¬ 
an left destitute after her husband’s 
accidental death. Sally Field is the 
widow who copes with poverty, tor¬ 
nadoes, and the menace of the Klu 
KJux Klan. Field is no prima donna; 
she is not afraid to throw herself into 
this role. As the newly widowed 
mother of two small childred, she is 
gritty and courageous, and nothing 
short of incredible. So, too, are Dan¬ 
ny Glover and John Malkovich. 
Glover is Mosses, a black man who 
comes begging at Feilds' home by his 
family. These actors turn in fine per¬ 
formances, by managing to breathe 
real life and spirit into their 
characters. 

That’s what this film is really all 
about; life and spirit. Rather than 
concern itself with a highly developed 
plot or a complicated storyline, 
“Places in the Heart” is content to 
let the major characters pull the 
weight. Certainly, there is an interest¬ 
ing story here, and the depression- 
style, 1930's atmosphere is faithful¬ 
ly recreated. Ultimately, though, the 
story and the setting are of lesser im¬ 
portance then the characters them¬ 
selves and the emotional bonds that 
develop between them. These people 
aren't sleek caricatures & they aren't 
director's puppets. They are undoubt¬ 
edly real. That's a rare commodity in 
films today. “Places in the Heart” is 
a special movie about pulling together 
when the going gets rough-about peo¬ 
ple helping people. It will not be soon 
forgotten. 


Somewhere inside each of us 
there’s a nerd struggling to get out.... 
Their time has come. 

What's so bad about nerds any¬ 
way? They never hurt anyone, 
they’re good to their mothers, and 
they make computers run on time. 
For centuries, the nerd has been 
responsible for advancing the tech¬ 
nologies of our world, providing the 
trickle of brains in an ocean of brawn. 
Without the sharp mind of the ana¬ 
lytical nerd, the great pyramids would 
have been rockpiles, the great ex¬ 
plorers would never have come back 
at all. 

And what thanks have nerds 
received? Nothing, unless being 
kicked in the shins by football play¬ 
ers and thrown naked into the girls’ 
shower room is your idea of a pat on 
the back. Nerds have meekly submit¬ 
ted to this treatment for too long, and 
this wrong is about to be put right. 
The truth is, there's a little nerd in 
all of us, and “Revenge of the 
Nerds” is a movie that says: Brother, 
you're not alone. 

Directed by Jeff Kanew, the Inter- 
scope Production for 20th Century 
Fox was produced by Ted Field and 
Peter Samuelson, and co-produced by 
Peter Macgregor Scott. David Obst 
and Peter Bart were executive 
producers. The screenplay was writ¬ 
ten by Steve Zacharias and Jeff Bu- 
hai. from a story by them and Tim 
Metcalfe and Miguel Tejada-Flores. 

The confrontation starts when the 
nerds, spumed by all the fraternities, 
establish their own house; escalates 
when the Alpha Betas disrupt a nerd 
party and the nerds retaliate by plant¬ 
ing videobugs at strategic locations in 
the Pi sorority; and reaches a climax 
when the nerds gain control of the 
Greek Council by winning the 
Homecomming Carnival, A set-peice 


of apocalyptic nuttiness climaxed by 
a concert in which our heroes in¬ 
troduce their fellow students to the 
latest pop sound: Nerd Wave. 

But the film ends on a serious note, 
and the people involved with 
“Revenge of the Nerds” take it very 
seriously indeed. 

Says director Jeff Kanew,“When 
1 got the script, 1 thought it would be 
just another teenage sex comedy, 
which Vm not interested in making. 
But when 1 read it, 1 was hooked by 
its humanity and its underlying mes¬ 
sage. 1 saw the chance to make a 
movie that 1 hope can be very funny 
and entertaining and still affect peo¬ 
ple positively.” 

The writers feel even more strongly 
about it. Steve Zacharias and Jeff Bu- 
hai are boyhood friends who grew up 
together in Chicago, joined fraterni¬ 
ties in college and were active in the 
civil rights movement in the '60s. 
“We triedto write almost an anti-Nazi 
movie,“says Buhai,“The .nerds are 
just like any other downtrodden peo¬ 
ple who learn to band together an 
stand up for themselves.” 

The social comment is clearly in¬ 
trinsic and not something grafted on. 
On the other hand, there's lots of 
beer-drinking stair-diving, bathroom 
peeking, tricycle-racing, panty raids 
and other simple amusments for those 
who like that kind of entertainment. 

The whole picture, in fact, demon¬ 
strates that even when nerds aren't 
having more fun, they are better off 
than most people who spend far to 
much time worrying that they might 
actually be nerds themselves. As Dr. 
Louis Nidorf, a prominent psychol¬ 
ogist who visited the set, observed: 
“Self-acceptance is the key to matu¬ 
rity, and that's the message of this 
picture.”

We hope that you, too, support this 
cause and will sponsor a college ath¬ 
lete swimming almost three miles in 
a very worthy cause; assisting chil¬ 
dren, and helping their community 
and their team become stronger.

College. The word invokes an image of ivy-covered walls, noisy dormito¬ 
ries, pizza and beer, and liberal politics.

ternational world economy, we are 
going to have to get off our high 
horses and realize that many people 
are better educated than the average 
American. Their high school gradu¬ 
ates often have an education level 
equal to and sometime greater than 
our junior college graduates, while 
their college graduates are congruent 
to our graduate students at the 
Master’s degree level. Whom are we 
fooling?!? We have been so isolated 
that it will only hurt us in the future. 
A continued economic growth may 
delay this damage for a little while, 
but soon it will all come tumbling in. 
We are just a part of the world, and 
we are not separate unto ourselves. 
America is not the world economic 
power that she once was, and we will 
be hurting ourselves in the very near 
future. 

Many people consider someone to 
be well educated only if they have 
been educated in many areas: if they 
speak at least one foreign language, 
and play at least one musical instru¬ 
ment. Maybe this is a little too far, 
for not everyone has the native talent 
to be able to learn anything, but a lot 
of us are just too lazy to do anything 
we find does not come easily. 

In the future we will have a gener¬ 
ation of people who are computer 
literate (id est, they can use the com¬ 
puter as readily as one reads), yet 
there will be those who will cringe 
away from it until the generation is 
well established. My employer has 
taken on the responsibility of using 
professional educators to train their 
customers. They have found that if 
they take those people who are 
professional educators and retrain 
them to teach their technical materi¬ 
al. they make the best teachers that 
they can offer to their customers. We 
train them in the area of Software and 
they are finding that some of the best 
candidates for this career change are 
those that were the most adversely ef- 
fectedby “Proposition 2Why?
